At present this money is nominally 
taken from other people, but fn fact 
for some years it has been created by 
the bank. Hence the huge debt owing/ 
by the nation to the bank. 

Now why should we not, as a nation, 
decide that in future the money for 
social services shall be created by the 
nation instead of by the bank, and 
issued by our own representatives for 
purposes which we have decided are 
necessary”? 

Of course we will watch that prices 
do not rise and that the system is not 
abused, but is there any reason we 
should not make this arrangement? 

The banks could undoubtedly “sabot- 
age” the scheme, if they resented their 
monopoly reverting to the crown; but 
that is a political affair. 

Economically it does not matter by 
whom the mopey is created.

Dandelion wine. For this wine only 
a quart of water is required to each 
quart of flowers.
